locomotive was overturned and com- 
Blilsty wtaeked. The lianaa janped 
just hafon the tniaa siraab, bat the 
engineer remained at hia poet, and both 
escaped unhurt, whioh leemi aloMiat 
incredible, when we view the twiated 
mass of iron, steel and wood. A large 
force of men w^e immediately put lo 
work clearing the tracks and a wri>cker 
from Covington and one from Corbin 
wen dispatabed lo the seeoe. Both 
arrived about S o'ektek in tha afternoon 
aad worked heroically for several hours 
balsn getting the track in shape] so 
trafle eoald ba resume<l. Passengers 
oa tbeaflaraoon trains were transferred 
and proceeded on their journey with 
little inconvenience Thousands of per- 
sons viewed the scene. The loss to the 
railroad company will go far up into 
the thousands some estimating' the
